Every summer the boat-trailer traffic, at its current limited level, leaves trash, parks on my property, and is 
unpleasantly noisy — increased traffic as this proposes would be the death of a quiet, peaceful, safe 
neighborhood of 35 homes. As a resident of this community, I believe I have a right to express my grave 
concerns for the quality of life in my neighborhood and to the Kasilof River. I feel this proposal is ill 
advised and that increased traffic on the Kasilof River would have a detrimental impact on water 
quality, noise level, and to the overall peace that we now enjoy. 

The Dept. of Fish & Game would better serve the public and the Kenai River Sportfiahing Assoc. to use 
the Federal tackle tax to create a motorized boat lauoh, upgrade parking, and provide public sanitation at 
the mouth of the Kasilof River where all the other boat traffic is located and the public congregates for 
fishing every summer.

We beg you to open the bay to foreign processors with big ships that can handle the fish 
and watch how suddenly the price could make $1,00 like the rest of Alaska. 

And our son could continue in college so he never has to rely on this industry unless he 



wants too. 
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With fuel through the roof and the dollar worthless, hardworking fisherman should be paid 
at least a dollar per pound for their fish. This is a crime against the people working so 
hard to bring healthy food to the market.

Canada was Alaska's largest 
ore market In 2007 followed by Korea, China, Japan, Spain, Finland, Belgium, Germany, and Italy. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 energy exports - primarily Jet fuel, LNG, and coal - decreased 10.6 
percent to $232 million. The value of refined petroleum products - mostly jet fuel - rose 41 
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percent to $131 million. Jet fuel was exported to China, Canada, Taiwan and Korea. Alaska's LNG 
exports to Japan were $94 million in 2007, down 39.7 percent. Governor Palin announced an 
agreement on January 3, 2008, between the State of Alaska and oil Industry officials that will help 
ensure energy supplies and security for Alaska while supporting the requested two-year extension 
of the federal export license for the LNG plant on the Kenai Peninsula. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 coal export was close to $5 million, and the coal was exported to Chile. 
This is the third year for coal exports to Chile. 

The higher price of gold in 2007 and an increase in export volume resulted in a 20.3 percent 
increase to $132 million for Alaska's 2007 export of precious metals. Switzerland is the major 
market for Alaska's gold exports. 

Constraints on Cook Inlet natural gas availability led to the closure of Agrium's major fertilizer 
plant In Kenai in December 2007. Before the closure, the plant exported $92 million worth of 
fertilizer in 2007 to Korea, Mexico, and Chile. 

In 2007, the value of Alaska's annual seafood exports was the second highest ever at $1.98 billion, 
a 1.9 percent decrease from the previous year. Alaska seafood exports to Japan, still the state's 
largest seafood export market, decreased 18.9 percent to $588 million, while exports to China 
increased 27.1 percent to $411 million. Exports to Korea decreased 14 percent to $306 million. 
The ratio of total value to total volume for seafood exports increased In 2007 over 2006. 

The relatively large increase In seafood export to China is due to the country's growing role in 
reprocessing for re-export. Alaska seafood Is also available in the retail market in more than a 
dozen cities in China. The Alaska Seafood Marketing Institute has marketing representatives based 
in Japan, China and the European Union - all markets that have generated significant increases In 
the state's seafood exports In the past decade. Since the beginning of the decade, the value of the 
state's seafood exports has nearly doubled. Improvements in processing technology and quality 
assurance, an increase In the number of product forms, and strong promotional efforts by the State 
of Alaska have increased the value of the harvest. 

"We are continuing to push hard both at home and in international markets so we can receive the 
highest possible value for our great fish," Governor Palin said. "We are educating key markets 
about our strong commitment to managing fisheries well and to producing the best seafood 
possible. As our state's constitution dictates, we are committed to sustain ability of our precious 
fisheries." 

The state's 2007 seafood exports to Europe accounted for nearly one quarter of the value of 
Alaska's seafood exports. Ten years ago, European markets accounted for less than 6 percent. 
The increased demand in Europe for Alaska seafood is linked to the value those markets place on 
healthy eating, food traceablllty, sustainability of fisheries and the strength of the Euro. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 export of forest products was $86 million, down 23.1 percent. The 
majority of exports are to Japan, Korea, and China. The decline in Alaska's forest products exports 
reflects the fact that resources on most privately held lands are reaching the end of their first 
rotation. Additionally, changes in management direction of national forest lands have reduced 
available Inventory at the same time that competition in world markets for some segments of the 
forest products industry Is strong. 

The source of the Alaska export numbers Is the U.S. Census Bureau. The numbers do not reflect 
Alaska resources first transported to and warehoused In other U.S. states before export. For more 
information, contact trade specialist Patricia Eckert at (907) 269-7450.

Governor Palin Reaffirms Budget Commitment 

March 21, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - With just over three weeks left in the 
legislative session, Governor Sarah Palin today renewed her commitment 
to work with members of the legislature on responsible operating and 
capital budgets. In an effort to keep the public informed. Governor 
Palin has answered questions that have been at the center of the budget 
debate. 

How do you feel about the changes proposed by House and Senate to your 
operating budget? 

I am pleased that the House, Senate and Administration all agree that we 

must control the growth of government spending. As we developed our 

budget, we took a hard look at all areas of government spending to 

change the direction of the large increases in previous years. Our 

approach in working with the Legislature has been to welcome additional 

ideas of how the State can be more efficient in serving Alaskans. By 

the end of session, I am confident that we will be able to say the 

Administration and Legislature both contributed to help achieve that 

1 
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common goal of controlling government spending. 



Have you really added more than 1,000 new positions in your budget this 
year? 

When we released our budget to the public and the Legislature on Dec. 
10, we included a "true up" of existing state positions that had not 
been accounted for in previous administrations. We felt it was 
important to tell Alaskans the real number of state positions and not 
continue the practice of holding a large number of positions off the 
books. Our "true up" included more than 800 positions that already 
existed but were not reflected in the budget. 

Various sources have suggested that your budget proposes to increase 
spending anywhere from 11 percent to 27 percent. Is this accurate? 
When we released our budget on Dec. 10 we calculated our General Fund 
increase in government spending for operating, capital and supplemental 
budgets at 4 percent. Our budget includes all categories. We included 
items that we knew would require supplemental funding to reflect a more 
accurate comparison between the current year and next year's spending. 
In addition, we clearly reflected the amount of the oil tax credits but 
did not include the funds as agency spending. When determining the 
spending increase from year to year, Alaskans need to look at what is 
included or not included in the number. 

What is your approach on the supplemental budget? 

I have been consistent in that I do not believe the supplemental budget 
is the appropriate vehicle to build a capital budget. It is appropriate 
for operating or capital items to receive early or supplemental funding 
only due to extraordinary or unforeseen circumstances. Projects that do 
not meet this description should be included in a comprehensive capital 
budget . 
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The deadline for reviewing the supplemental budget (SB 256} is April 5, 
just 8 daya prior to the end of session. During this time, I plan on 
frequent discussions with legislative leaders to work out a plan for 
total savings and an acceptable level of spending. I have also 
committed to meet with every legislator in an effort to improve 
communication, work in cooperation and learn about items important to 
their individual districts. A final decision regarding the supplemental 
budget will be made once we have had a chance to meet with legislators 
about their projects. 

What is your intention for the school funding bill? 
I intend to sign the bill. My goal has always been to provide 
multi-year funding in a level sufficient to provide predictability and 
stability to Alaska school districts. Certain legislators felt our 
adjustment to the base student allocation {BSA) was too high and that 
districts could manage with an increase of $100 BSA. We have been 
hearing recently from school districts that the amount appropriated to 
date is not sufficient. I also understand that legislators may provide 
some additional funds in FY2 00 9 to help ensure the rising costs of labor 
and energy do not divert money from the classroom. 

Given the revised revenue forecast increasing the amount of surplus 
available, have you changed your savings plan? 

We are blessed to have significant budget surplus in the current year 
and projected for next year. The opportunity to put even more in 
savings than we anticipated in December is something all Alaskans 
support. That is why it is even more important to work with the 
Legislature on an overall spending plan for operating and capital 
budgets so that we can slow the growth of government, meet the needs of 
Alaskans and save for the future. Our goal is to save as much as 
possible in FY2008 and FY2009.

Governor Palin Reaffirms Budget Commitment 

March 21, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - With just over three weeks left in the 
legislative session, Governor Sarah Palin today renewed her commitment 
to work with members of the legislature on responsible operating and 
capital budgets. In an effort to keep the public informed, Governor 
Palin has answered questions that have been at the center of the budget 
debate . 

How do you feel about the changes proposed by House and Senate to your 
operating budget? 

I am pleased that the House, Senate and Administration all agree that we 
must control the growth of government spending. As we developed our 
budget, we took a hard look at all areas of government spending to 
change the direction of the large increases in previous years. Our 
approach in working with the Legislature has been to welcome additional 
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ideas of how the State can be more efficient in serving Alaskans. By 
the end of session, I am confident that we will be able to say the 
Administration and Legislature both contributed to help achieve that 
common goal of controlling government spending. 

Have you really added more than 1,000 new positions in your budget this 
year? 

When we released our budget to the public and the Legislature on Dec. 
10, we included a "true up" of existing state positions that had not 
been accounted for in previous administrations. We felt it was 
important to tell Alaskans the real number of state positions and not 
continue the practice of holding a large number of positions off the 
books. Our "true up" included more than 800 positions that already 
existed but were not reflected in the budget. 

Various sources have suggested that your budget proposes to increase 
spending anywhere from 11 percent to 27 percent. Is this accurate? 
When we released our budget on Dec. 10 we calculated our General Fund 
increase in government spending for operating, capital and supplemental 
budgets at 4 percent. Our budget includes all categories. We included 
items that we knew would require supplemental funding to reflect a more 
accurate comparison between the current year and next year's spending. 
In addition, we clearly reflected the amount of the oil tax credits but 
did not include the funds as agency spending. When determining the 
spending increase from year to year, Alaskans need to look at what is 
included or not included in the number. 

What is your approach on the supplemental budget? 

I have been consistent in that I do not believe the supplemental budget 

is the appropriate vehicle to build a capital budget. It is appropriate 

for operating or capital items to receive early or supplemental funding 

only due to extraordinary or unforeseen circumstances. Projects that do 
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not meet this description should be included in a comprehensive capital 
budget. 

The deadline for reviewing the supplemental budget (SB 255) is April 5, 
just 8 days prior to the end of session. During this time, I plan on 
frequent discussions with legislative leaders to work out a plan for 
total savings and an acceptable level of spending. I have also 
committed to meet with every legislator in an effort to improve 
communication, work in cooperation and learn about items important to 
their individual districts. A final decision regarding the supplemental 
budget will be made once we have had a chance to meet with legislators 
about their projects. 

What is your intention for the school funding bill? 
I intend to sign the bill. My goal has always been to provide 
multi-year funding in a level sufficient to provide predictability and 
stability to Alaska school districts. Certain legislators felt our 
adjustment to the base student allocation (BSA) was too high and that 
districts could manage with an increase of $100 BSA. Me have been 
hearing recently from school districts that the amount appropriated to 
date is not sufficient. I also understand that legislators may provide 
some additional funds in FY2009 to help ensure the rising costs of labor 
and energy do not divert money from the classroom. 

Given the revised revenue forecast increasing the amount of surplus 
available, have you changed your savings plan? 

We are blessed to have significant budget surplus in the current year 
and projected for next year. The opportunity to put even more in 
savings than we anticipated in December is something all Alaskans 
support. That is why it is even more important to work with the 
Legislature on an overall spending plan for operating and capital 
budgets so that we can slow the growth of government, meet the needs of 



Alaskans and save for the future. Our goal is to save as much as 
possible in FY2008 and FY2009.

BACKGROUND 



Senator Fred Dyson met with the Governor in early 2007 to discuss reconvening the Alaska 
Natives Commission a joint Federal-State body, created by Congress in 1990, to review 
policies and programs that affect Alaska Natives. 



Senator Dyson says two men inspired him to take action: 



* Dr. Walter Soboleff, a Tlingit elder who will turn 100 years old this November. 
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* Harold Napoleon, author of "Yuuyaraq; Way o£ the Human Being." Napoleon wrote this 
book while serving time in prison for battering hie son to death in an alcoholic blackout. 
The book gives a historical perspective on why Alaska Natives abuse alcohol. 



THE VISION. Walter Soboleff and Harold Napoleon want a state task force comprised of 
Native elders : 



to review the Commission's report 



to assess the status of Alaska Natives since the report came out in 1994. 



to find out how much progress has been made on the report's recommendations. 



Senator Dyson says there's a spiritual aspect to this as well -- that Soboleff and 
Napoleon believe God directed them to him, to help make their vision a reality. 



Some of the goals Dyson describes: 
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* to "redirect Alaska Native attention to spiritual values and transformation" 



* to bring together "a group of godly men and women from Alaska's Native peoples to meet 
and study the many Native problems and identify solutions." 



Originally, Dyson considered introducing legislation to resurrect the "Alaska Native 
Commission, " but said it would be difficult to restrict members of the panel to "people 
with deep spiritual conviction." 



Dyson now believes it would be easier for the Governor to appoint such a panel by 
executive order.

HAROLD NAPOLEON MEETING 



This meeting was quite emotional. I've known Harold Napoleon for many years, but he's 
never spoken so intimately of the day his son died - the day his spiritual journey began. 



At the time, Napoleon was head of the Association of Village Council Presidents, one of 
Southwest Alaska ' a most powerful leaders . 



But alcohol brought an end to all that. Napoleon described the confusion when he awoke in 
a strange place after a night of heavy drinking -- how Trooper Jerry Hooper gently told 
him what he had done, even took him outside to get some air. Napoleon said time literally 
stopped in the room where he was held - that it seemed like hours had gone by. But when he 
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looked at the clock, only five minutes had passed. 



And from that day inl9B4 forward, time would keep dragging on. Napoleon spent nine years 
in prison. But out of this time of darkness came an important book -- that sheds new 
light on old problems. 



While in prison, Napoleon had time to talk with other Native inmates - and found they had 
so much in common. These discussions sparked a desire to learn the root causes of Native 
alcoholism. In his book, "Yuuyarag (you-yuh-hawk) : The Way of the Human Being," he 
discounted the role of genetics -- and said the primary cause of alcoholism is spiritual 
not physical . 



Governor Walter Hickel was among those deeply moved by the book. He later tapped 
Napoleon as an advisor in efforts to bring about a change in the Native condition. 



Napoleon now believes genetics it plays a greater role than he once thought, but he still 
believes the central issue is inter-generational trauma. Today he talks about this trauma 
passes from generation to generation through child abuse. 



To break this chain of death and self-destruction, Hapoleon says Alaska Natives must 
return to the source of cultural breakdown the "Great Death," a series of epidemics 
which struck Native communities from the 1770's to the 1940's, which wiped out the "old 
culture." 



Napoleon says Alaska Natives do not realize that Native culture today is very different 
from what existed before the "Great Death." 
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Napoleon believes a Native Commission could make a big difference, by helping Natives 
understand their past — a process that will take open and honest communication. 



DR. WALTER SOBOLEFF MEETING 



This meeting was also quite powerful. How often do you get to sit down with a 99-year- 
old man, who is so clear in mind and heart -- so humble, yet so great? 



Aside from reviewing the Alaska Native Commission report, Walter Soboleff would like to 
use the commisison as a vehicle to reconnect Alaska Natives to their "old culture* - which 
was governed by an elaborate set of rules to promote good behavior. 



"Good behavior is prevention," Walter said. "We have the best of doctors, clinics, 
everything, but now we need to let people know they need to behave themselves." 



Soboleff says the commission needs to focus on "delinquent parents," because "parental 
delinquency is contagious." 



Some of the other concepts he would like the commission to promote among Alaska Natives. 



* The road of progress is under construction and you are one of the workers. 
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* Every village, every community is a teacher. And a community teaches ua well. We must 
ask; what kind of lessons are Alaska Native communities teaching today? 



* All cultures have family values, cultural commandments. Take the best of each culture. 
Take the best of both worlds . 



* Share codes of conduct and protocol from different Native Cultures. 



* Native people need to speak out about bad behavior. We act because we care. If we 
don't speak -- and don't act, it means we don't care. 



* Good people need to support the helpless, but sometimes good people are too busy. 



FEEDBACK FROM OTHER ALASKA NATIVE LEADERS 
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* Most like the idea of a Native Commission to explore Native issues and give feedback to 
the Governor. They point out that other states with much smaller Native populations than 
Alaska have departments set-up to deal with tribal groups. They would like to see 
something similar and see the commission as a good start. 



* Senator Dyson gave us a list of people to tap for the commission. All were Native 
religious leaders. Almost all of the Native leaders I spoke with think this panel should 
have broader representation. 



* A number of leaders say they would like to see a mix of elders and young leaders on the 
panel. They believe this would energize and inspire a growing number of talented young 
Natives . 



* Some wanted to see subsistence included. Others felt that this would be too divisive 
that nothing would result and the commission would lose credibility. 



* Some say the scope of this task force should be limited - that if it was asked to do too 
many things, it would fail -- that it would be better for the Governor to give this board 
one assignment with a short time frame. Upon completion, the Governor and the group 
would decide whether the board should live on. If so, they would then decide what the 
next task would be . 



* Others thought the group should serve as an advisory board to the Rural Advisor, who 
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would pass on their input on current issues to the governor.

"The Senate Finance Committee has always believed that living within our means starts with 
slowing down the growth of the state operating budget," said Senate Finance Co-Chair Lyman 
Hoffman, D-Bethel. "We started with Governor Palin's version that wa3 17 percent larger 
than last year. After weeks of analyzing that budget we were able to trim that increase by 
nearly five percent." 
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"This is a sound budget that meets the people's needs," said Senate President Lyda Green, 
R-Wasilla. "However, I am atill concerned about the total dollar amount. We were able to 
make reductions to the Governor's budget, but more will need to be made next year so that 
we can save as much of the surplus as possible." 



The Senate started its review by applying the following three principals to the FY 09 
spending plan: 



* No new state positions unless absolutely necessary 

* Refrain from backfilling the loss of federal funds with state general funds 

* Curb expansion of existing programs without sound justification 



By applying these principals the Senate crafted a spending plan that curbs the growth of 
state government by $208 million and saves as much of the budget surplus as possible and: 



* Reduces Governor Palin' s proposed operating budget increase from 17 percent to 11.5 
percent 

* Slashes the number of new state government positions in the Palin administration's 
proposed budget by half from 305 to 157 

* Turned away the expansion of state programs proposed by the Palin administration for 
a savings of $40 million 
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The FY 09 operating budget uses $4.2 billion in general fund revenue. The operating budget 
now goes back to the House for concurrence. If the House declines to concur with the 
Senate's changes a joint conference committee will be appointed to come up with compromise 
legislation.

Fishermen's Fund Advisory and Appeals Council 

Governor Palin appointed Mark Saldi of Skagway to the State Fishermen's Fund Board. 

The six-member Council oversees the administration of the Fishermen' s Fund and consults 
with the commissioner of the Department of Labor and Workforce Development regarding 
negative decisions on appeals filed in relation to care of sick and disabled fishermen. 

Saldi has been a commercial fisherman for 29 years, working in a variety of positions, 
including deckhand, mate and skipper, on many vessels in different fisheries around the 
state. He holds a Coast Guard 200-ton ocean master license and five commercial fisheries 
limited-entry permits. Saldi is a past member of Skagway's Economic Development Committei 
and Ports and Harbors Committee. He received a bachelor's degree in business 
administration from Colorado State University. Saldi will serve a five-year term 
representing District 2. 



Alaska Retirement Management Board

Its purpose is to identify and develop the best available techniques, 
equipment and materials for dealing with oil spills in the Arctic and subarctic marine 
environment and to complement federal and state damage-assessment efforts and determine, 
document, assess and understand the long-range effects of Arctic or subarctic oil spills. 

Totemoff is a senior Native leader. He is 100 percent Aleut and is a lifelong Alaskan with 
IS years of commercial fishing experience. Since 1976, he has been employed with BP on the 
North Slope. He serves as BP'S community liaison to the Prince William Sound area, and is 
also on the board of directors for Chugach Alaska Corp.

Dear Governor Palin and Chairman Olson: 
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All of ua who have signed below are writing you to express our strong support for a fixed 
annual allocation of at least 1.9 million pounds of halibut in Area 2C and 4,15 million 
pounds of halibut in Area 3A for charter fishing off Alaska. Sport caught fish is one of 
Alaska's most value-added resources, and contributes ten3 of millions of dollars to the 
economies of coastal communities in Southeast and Southcentral Alaska. 



Alaska needs a charter industry with stability. Adopting a fixed pound allocation of at 
least 1.9 million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A would provide for 
the continuation of the charter industry in Alaska as it exists today. Allocating 6.05 
million pounds - only 8.2 percent of the average amount of halibut allocated each year by 
the International Pacific Halibut Commission (IPHC) to the fisheries off Alaska - is a 
reasonable solution. It is the level that most closely tracks what charter anglers caught 
in 200S, the year the Council chose as the control date for the charter fleet moratorium. 
6.05 million pounds is far less than the 11 million plus pounds of halibut taken annually 
by commercial fisheries in the form of bycatch under rules recommended by the Council, and 
just 10.4 percent of the 58 million pounds allocated on average by the IPHC to the 
commercial halibut fleet off Alaska since 1998. 



The charter industry differs from the commercial industry in that it depends on stability 
and advance notice of rulesmost clients book their trips a year out. Charter operators 
cannot significantly increase or decrease capacity from year to year to adjust to annual 
increases or decreases in allocation. They simply can't build more rooms or put more 
people on a boat they don't have, any more than they can afford to mothball rooms or boats 
they do have. The charter fleet is also different from the commercial fleet because they 
do not sell pounds of fish, they sell a fishing experience, which is based on client 
expectations of the opportunity to catch fish. To remain competitive in the global 
marketplace, Alaskan charter operators need to reliably offer their clients the 
opportunity to catch two halibut a day, something they have traditionally been able to do 
for decades . 



The North Pacific Fishery Management Council has adopted numerous different management 
regimes for fisheries off Alaska. Each is tailored to best meet the needs of that 
particular fishing industry segment. The Council needs to adopt a management scheme that 
makes sense for the charter industry, and should not adopt measures simply because they 
mirror how the commercial fleet is managed. A fixed pound allocation of at least 1.9 
million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A will provide certainty and 
stability for both the charter industry and the commercial industry. It will also ensure 
that the state, the North Pacific Fishery Management Council, NMFS, and the commercial and 
charter industry participants won't have to devote significant time and resources to 
annual changes in halibut regulations.

NATIVE COMMISSION PROPOSAL 

March 21, 2008 
BACKGROUND 

Senator Fred Dyson met with the Governor in early 2007 to discuss reconvening 
the Alaska Natives Commission - a joint Federal-State body, created by 
Congress in 1 990, to review policies and programs that affect Alaska Natives. 

Senator Dyson says two men inspired him to take action: 

• Dr. Walter Soboleff, a Tlingit elder who will turn 1 00 years old this 
November. 

> Harold Napoleon, author of "Yuuyaraq: Way of the Human Being." 
Napoleon wrote this book while serving time in prison for battering his son 
to death in an alcoholic blackout. The book gives a historical perspective 
on why Alaska Natives abuse alcohol. 

THE VISION. Walter Soboleff and Harold Napoleon want a state task force 
comprised of Native elders: 

• to review the Commission's report 

• to assess the status of Alaska Natives since the report came out in 
1994. 
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• to find out how much progress has been made on the report's 
recommendations. 

Senator Dyson says there's a spiritual aspect to this as well - that Soboleff and 
Napoleon believe God directed them to him, to help make their vision a reality. 

Some of the goals Dyson describes: 

• to "redirect Alaska Native attention to spiritual values and transformation" 

• to bring together "a group of godly men and women from Alaska's Native peoples 
to meet and study the many Native problems and identify solutions." 

Originally, Dyson considered introducing legislation to resurrect the "Alaska Native 
Commission," but said it would be difficult to restrict members of the panel to "people 
with deep spiritual conviction." 

Dyson now believes it would be easier for the Governor to appoint such a panel by 
executive order.

HAROLD NAPOLEON MEETING 

This meeting was quite emotional. I've known Harold Napoleon for many years, but 
he's never spoken so intimately of the day his son died - the day his spiritual journey 
began. 

At the time, Napoleon was head of the Association of Village Council Presidents, one of 
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Southwest Alaska's most powerful leaders. 

But alcohol brought an end to all that. Napoleon described the confusion when he 
awoke in a strange place after a night of heavy drinking - how Trooper Jerry Hooper 
gently told him what he had done, even took him outside to get some air. Napoleon 
said time literally stopped in the room where he was held - that it seemed like hours 
had gone by. But when he looked at the clock, only five minutes had passed. 

And from that day in1 984 forward, time would keep dragging on. Napoleon spent nine 
years in prison. But out of this time of darkness came an important book - that sheds 
new light on old problems. 

While in prison, Napoleon had time to talk with other Native inmates - and found they 
had so much in common. These discussions sparked a desire to learn the root causes 
of Native alcoholism. In his book, "Yuuyaraq (you-yuh-hawk) : The Way of the Human 
Being," he discounted the role of genetics - and said the primary cause of alcoholism 
is spiritual not physical. 

Governor Walter Hickel was among those deeply moved by the book. He later tapped 
Napoleon as an advisor in efforts to bring about a change in the Native condition. 

Napoleon now believes genetics it plays a greater role than he once thought, but he still 
believes the central issue is inter-generational trauma. Today he talks about this 
trauma passes from generation to generation through child abuse. 

To break this chain of death and self-destruction, Napoleon says Alaska Natives must 
return to the source of cultural breakdown - the "Great Death," a series of epidemics 
which struck Native communities from the 1770's to the 1940's, which wiped out the 
"old culture." 

Napoleon says Alaska Natives do not realize that Native culture today is very different 
from what existed before the "Great Death." 

Napoleon believes a Native Commission could make a big difference, by helping 
Natives understand their past - a process that will take open and honest 
communication. 

DR. WALTER SOBOLEFF MEETING 

This meeting was also quite powerful. How often do you get to sit down with a 99- 
year-old man, who is so clear in mind and heart - so humble, yet so great? 

Aside from reviewing the Alaska Native Commission report, Walter Soboleff would like 
to use the commisison as a vehicle to reconnect Alaska Natives to their "old culture" - 
which was governed by an elaborate set of rules to promote good behavior. 

"Good behavior is prevention," Walter said. "We have the best of doctors, clinics, 
everything, but now we need to let people know they need to behave themselves." 

Soboleff says the commission needs to focus on "delinquent parents," because 
"parental delinquency is contagious." 
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Some of the other concepts he would like the commission to promote among Alaska 
Natives. 

• The road of progress is under construction and you are one of the workers. 

• Every village, every community is a teacher. And a community teaches us well. 
We must ask: what kind of lessons are Alaska Native communities teaching 
today? 

• All cultures have family values, cultural commandments. Take the best of each 
culture. Take the best of both worlds. 

• Share codes of conduct and protocol from different Native Cultures. 

• Native people need to speak out about bad behavior. We act because we care. If 
we don't speak - and don't act, it means we don't care. 

• Good people need to support the helpless, but sometimes good people are too 
busy. 



FEEDBACK FROM OTHER ALASKA NATIVE LEADERS 

• Most like the idea of a Native Commission to explore Native issues and give 
feedback to the Governor. They point out that other states with much smaller 
Native populations than Alaska have departments set-up to deal with tribal 
groups. They would like to see something similar and see the commission as a 
good start. 

• Senator Dyson gave us a list of people to tap for the commission. All were Native 
religious leaders. Almost all of the Native leaders I spoke with think this panel 
should have broader representation. 

• A number of leaders say they would like to see a mix of elders and young leaders 
on the panel. They believe this would energize and inspire a growing number of 
talented young Natives. 

• Some wanted to see subsistence included. Others felt that this would be too 
divisive - that nothing would result and the commission would lose credibility. 

• Some say the scope of this task force should be limited - that if it was asked to do 
too many things, it would fail - that it would be better for the Governor to give this 
board one assignment with a short time frame. Upon completion, the Governor 
and the group would decide whether the board should live on. If so, they would 
then decide what the next task would be. 

• Others thought the group should serve as an advisory board to the Rural Advisor, 
who would pass on their input on current issues to the governor.

Cruise ship General permit 



I recieved a briefing this morning from commissioner Hartig and hie staff regarding the 
general permit for cruise ship discharges. It is going to be issued and released later 
today or tommorrow. 



The department is siding with the unitiative sponsors and not allowing a mixing zone. 
They are, however, going to utilize a compliance schedule to try and accommodate the 
reality that the ships cannot possibly retrofit their vessels this season. Gershon Cohen 
acknowledged the need to be reasonable in a meeting with the department two weeks ago. 



The heart of this debate comes down to the design of the State's water quality 
regulations. They are calibrated for ambient conditions. . .which is the condition the 
water would be in after dilution. Basically, this is a back-door effort to wage war on 
mixing zones. Let me explain. 



The cruise ships do not persently have the technology to discharge water quality standard 
water at the end of the pipe. That would require that the water in the pipe is good 
enough for fish to swim in. Gershon wants the Cruise industry to spend the money that it 
will take to meet those standards. He believes they are making enough profit to cover 
those expenditures. Once the cruise industry has proven up that technology, he wants to 
move on to other industries. 



Here's the problem with that approach. The cruisers contend that they will not make the 
investment necessary to meet the standards. Instead, they will take the ships outside of 
state waters and discharge freely out in the gulf. This will result in les3 time in 
communities and have a negative economic impact. That will, in turn, result in southeast 
legislators supporting changes to the law later on. . .presumably as soon as next session. 
Of course they would like to do it this session. 

With all this as context, the general permit will contain a compliance schedule that will 
allow the ships to operate au-is this year, but will require progressive steps in future 
years. It is possible that the industry will react very negatively. The enviros may react 
negatively, but may not. 

The department intends to issue a positive press release and fact sheet. Again, that will 
be later today or tommorrow. If you have any questions or concerns, please let me know.

I am writing you to express my strong support for a fixed annual allocation of at least 
1.9 million pounds of halibut in Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds of halibut in Area 3A for 
charter fishing off Alaska. Sport caught fish is one of Alaska's most value-added 
resources, and contributes tens of millions of dollars to the economies of coastal 
communities in Southeast and Southcentral Alaska. 



Alaska needs a charter industry with stability. Adopting a fixed pound allocation of at 
least 1.9 million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A would provide for 
the continuation of the charter industry in Alaska as it exists today. Allocating 6.05 
million pounds - only S.2 percent of the average amount of halibut allocated each year by 
the International Pacific Halibut Commission (IPHC) to the fisheries off Alaska - is a 
reasonable solution, it is the level that most closely tracks what charter anglers caught 
in 2005, the year the Council chose as the control date for the charter fleet moratorium. 
6.05 million pounds is far less than the 11 million plus pounds of halibut taken annually 
by commercial fisheries in the form of bycatch under rules recommended by the Council, and 
just 10.4 percent of the 58 million pounds allocated on average by the IPHC to the 
commercial halibut fleet off Alaska since 1998. 



The charter industry differs from the commercial industry in that it depends on stability 
and advance notice of rules— most clients book their trips a year out. Charter operators 
cannot significantly increase or decrease capacity from year to year to adjust to annual 
increases or decreases in allocation. They simply can't build more rooms or put more 
people on a boat they don't have, any more than they can afford to mothball rooms or boats 
they do ha.ve. The charter fleet is also different from the commercial fleet because they 
do not sell pounds of fish; they sell a fishing experience, which is based on client 
expectations of the opportunity to catch fish. To remain competitive in the global 
marketplace, Alaskan charter operators need to reliably offer their clients the 
opportunity to catch two halibut a day, something they have traditionally been able to do 
for decades. 



The Worth Pacific Fishery Management Council has adopted numerous different management 
regimes for fisheries off Alaska. Each is tailored to best meet the needs of that 
particular fishing industry segment. The Council needs to adopt a management scheme that 
makes sense for the charter industry, and should not adopt measures simply because they 
mirror how the commercial fleet is managed. A fixed pound allocation of at least 1.9 
million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A will provide certainty and 
stability for both the charter industry and the commercial industry. It will also ensure 
that the State, the North Pacific Fishery Management Council, NMFS, and the commercial and 
charter industry participants won't have to devote significant time and resources to 
annual changes in halibut regulations.

My Turn: Transportation department road stats fail to 
illuminate

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Pat Kemp, a good public servant and vocal Lynn Canal road advocate for many years, mentioned my 
Feb. 29 newsletter in his recent opinion piece. Here's what the 1,175 newsletter subscribers read: 

The Department of Transportation and Public Facilities is losing street cred faster than Idaho Sen. Larry 
Craig. 

The transportation department's credibility problem arises because some managers use statistics the way 
Vin Scully says a drunk uses a lamp post. The value of a lamp post to the inebriated is it props you up. 
But for policy makers the real value should be illumination. 

The transportation department pooh-bahs are not tipplers but neither are they fully committed to using 
statistics for illumination. Let's review the statistics they used advocating for the Lynn Canal road to a 
new ferry terminal opposite Haines. 

Transportation department statistic 1 : (Ferry system) costs over 12 years are equivalent to about six 
Juneau Access projects. My reaction to this statistical lamp post is: Comparing the proposed Lynn Canal 
road costs to the cost of the entire ferry system over 12 years is no more appropriate than comparing the 
costs of the entire state highway system over 12 years to the cost of anew ferry. 

Transportation department statistic 2: The number of vehicle miles traveled on the ferry system is 0.5 
percent of vehicle miles on state roads. My reaction to this statistical lamppost is: The huge majority of 
vehicle miles on state roads is commuter traffic in Alaska's big cities. Ferries go from town to town, not 
downtown to the suburbs. 

Transportation department statistic 3 : The cost per vehicle mile on the highways is far less than the cost 
per vehicle mile on the marine highway system. My reaction to this statistical lamp post is: So what? 
This is, at best, a meaningless figure and at worst purposefully misleading. Ferries don't have the tens 
and tens and tens of thousands of daily vehicle miles that accrue because of the intra-urban state roads 
that move big city commuters. Ferries don't do drags like Egan Expressway, the A-C couplet, Tudor, 
Dimond, or O'Malley, or all the other Anchorage and Fairbanks state roads that move drivers from home 
to job and job to the grocery store. Massive numbers from commuter volume obviously distort any cost 
comparisons with ferries that don't serve commuters. 

Transportation department statistic 4: The projected inflation rate used to help support the estimated 
$350 million road cost is 4 percent per year over the course of a 12-year construction period. My 
reaction to this statistical lamp post: Remember, this third of a billion dollar cost estimate, based on 4 
percent inflation for the next 12 years, comes from the same folks who estimated the cost of the one- 
mile Third Avenue project in Ketchikan at $6 million while the final cost was four times that. 

I'm especially aggrieved by transportation department statistic 4. On a Tuesday, transportation 
department officials projected yearly inflation for the Lynn Canal Highway over 12 years will be 4 
percent. On the day after, they testified in support of a $1 billion endowment for future road projects by 
noting inflation was 80 percent for paving and 60 percent for earthmoving in the past seven years. 

Let's repeat this: Transportation department folks touted a theoretical 4 percent inflation rate in support 
of the road, but the next day they touted a real inflation rate of 1 percent-plus to convince us to back $ 1 
billion for future, unspecified, road spending. It doesn't take Sherlock Holmes, known for cracking the 7 
percent solution caper, to intuit there may be mischief afoot with the transportation department's 
situational statistics. 
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Transportation department officials lose street cred (in this case, road cred) massaging statistics to suit 
the advocacy on proposals adding up to $1.35 billion ($1 billion for the transportation project fund and 
$350 million-plus for the road). That's a lot of money - 1.35 billion seconds ago it was 1942. 

When we deal with that much money let's find statistics that illuminate. The lamp posts and the lamps 
are supposed to light the way, not just prop us up.
